The Return to Prosperity. 


Has tbe financial tide turned aod^et 


permanently toward prosperity? Hou. 
Worthington G, Ford, chief of the United 
States bureau of statistics, thinks it baa, 
mud be says so in The North American 
Review. He says that in the history of 
this country 1894 will be known as the 
panic year; "1895 will mark the turn 
ing of the tide from depression toward 
prosperity, absolute as well as compara- 
tive. '' He mentions that it took six years 
for us to recover from the panic of 1873, 
but this time he is sure the return to 
prosperity will be much more rapid. 


He bases his conclusions as to the im- 


mediate return of guod times on statis- 
tics of the foreign commerce of the 
country. The imports of foreign wares 
are always a tolerable index to the abun- 
dance of money in the United States. We 
are an extravagant people. Wlthn we 
have plenty of money, we import im- 
mense quantities of European goods, 
largely luxuries. For the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1895, we imported alto- 
gether $654,994,62-3 worth of foreign 
goods. This was 11.7 per cent more 
than we imported for the year ending 
June 30, 1894. Less food products were 
brought into the country from abroad 
in 1S95 than in iMM, but "more raw 
materials fur domestic industries, more 
partly manufactured articles and more 
manufactured for coufcumptiou." Mr. 
Ford finds in this change evidence of a 
rising industrial nioveuu-ut. 


The gold supply has been arbitrarily 


maintained thiough the Dresel-Morgau 
syndicate, but the writer is of opinion 
that now the crops are going iu Cue Eu- 
ropean market there will be no great 
•Tiveuient of gold to Europe in any case 
for the rest of this year. It appears as 
if we must give np for the future the 
idea of controlling the world's wheat 
market.

quantity and value."

The character 
of the people who are now raising the outcry 
against tbe Bannocks can be shown by tliu 
fact that six years ago the state authorities of 
Idaho and Wyoming requested the agent at 
Fort Hall to fumitih them with « squad of 
Indian police to help raid the cattle thieves 
located in that neighborhood. The next your 
tbe white authorities made a raid and cap- 
turud several of the outlaws. None of tbe 
neighbors of the Bannocks living near the 
ras»rvatton fear them <tt all, as they aru well 
enough acquainted with them to know that 
the Bannock in cot looking for trouble and 
will not seek it of hu own accord. 


The treaty giving the Bannocks the 


right to hunt off their reservation waa 
made iu 1868.

When to Bre«4 Ewen. 


One of tho best as well as most eco- 


nomical ways of improving the sheep 
on th« f.trin is by thewsoof a go<>d ram. 
To swure the be-4 results, however, it is 
essential uot only that ho bo a thorough- 
bred, bnt that ho fchall also Assess in- 
dividuul merit to such an extent that he 
\vill bo uble to transmit hin good qu;ili 
ties to his lambs. It is best to have him 
reasonably well matured und then have 
him in good, thrifty condition, uot too 
fat. 


Au excess of fat is always bad iu a 


breeding animal, whether in siro or 
dam, and -heep are no exception. 


In many ca.-u>, iu order to have the 


ram in proper condition, it is necessary 
to procure him iu good season, feo that 
there will bo tune to feed him iuto the 
desired condition. Oats, barley, mid- 
dling*, bran and oilmeal, with good 
pastnrago, aro proper diet. Almost any 
one of them is hotter than eoru. 


Wheu early lambs are wanted, espe- 


cially fui t-ail.) luurki-l, August 18 UOt 
too early to breed the ewes. Many good 
breeders consider it better to hare the 
lumbs come reasonably early anyhow, 
as they get a liottcr growth during the 
spring and early summer aud aro iu a 
better condition to withstand the hot, 
dry weather of summer, 


As a rule, a ram should uot bo used 


more than two years with the saute 
flock of ewes. 


With a good ram and a careful selec- 


tion of tho best ewes, feeding all so that 
they will b" 'u thrifty condition, a con- 
siderable improvement can be made at 
a comparatively small cost, aud with 
sheep, as with all other stock on the 
farm, it will be profitable to use all rea- 
sonable care to improve. It costs uo 
more to keep and feed got 1 shoep than 
poor. One kind will make good wool 
and good nnitton, und tho other will 
not. A prof t can be realized from good 
sheep, while from poor animals there 
will be loss. Much of the quality of the 
sheep is determined by tlie quality of 
the rant. —St. Louis Republic.

For Fattening Cattl*. 


A writer iu an exchange says to fatten 


cattle most rapidly at this season of 
year provide a pasture with at least oue 
aero of Ri-jUiK for each cow or steer. Be- 
gin with 5 pounds of coruiueiil aud a 
pound of crushed oil cako for each aui- 
uial. Increase the feed by lidding a 
pound of corn meal and one-half pound 
of oil cake daily for two weeks. If corn 
is ground without the cob, make a mix 
tuie of three parts meal and out; part 
br.in or meal by weight, A ration of 30 
pounds meal mid bran, 8 pounds oil 
oake with friis*, water and salt will 
fatten tho animals :m rapidly as heavier 
feeding.

General Louis F. Ellis, command- 


ing the Western grand division of the 
Union Veteran*,' Union, was born at 
Sing Sing, Westchester county, New 
York, July 17, 1843, and is therefore 
fifty two years old, though in appear- 
ance he looks much younger. He en- 
listed In three months' service and 
later tn the three years' serylce. in 
the 131st N. Y. Volunteer Infantry. 
His regiment served In the depart- 
ment of the Gulf in tbe far South 
and In the Red river campaign and 
battles of Baton Rouge, Irish Bend, 
Alexandria, Port Hudson and Donald- 
sonvllle, in which campaign General 
Ellis commanded hta company. He 
enlisted as a private and was several 
times promoted tor meritorious con- 
duct. General Rills became famous 
as a volunteer to the "Forlorn Hope 
Storming Column" at Port Hudson, 
La, The members or volunteers of 
this column had given thousands up 
to death, written their farewell let- 
ters and sent what trinkets they pos- 
sessed to loved ones at home. For 
his gallant conduct on thl* occasion 
he received special mention In the 
genera! orders of Gen. 
N P. Banks
